THE REVOLT OF THE 
INDIVIDUAL, 
The Movoment in China. 
One of this most marked feat ures of our 

present age is the Rovolt of the Tndividual. 
Ono of the most notable truths in the 
new era introduced by the Christ wns 
the importance of the individual . 
Nations and families meet with thoir judg- 


ment in human history—in this life—but 


each man’s eternal destiny depends on his 
individual faith and conduct... . As 
the judgment day draws nearer the iden of 
individualism permeates society more and 
more, Especially is this movement soon 
under despotic governments, like those of 
Russin anit China. Tho revolt of the 
masees is notorious at tho presont time, 
All know of the seething statu of the 
peasantry and middle artisan classes in 
Russia, Autocraey is straining overy 
nerve tu inaiutain its control and is forced 
to make concessions to the peoplo, though 
grudgingly and perhaps only as aanntler of 
expediency rather than of principle, - 

In Chinn similar conditints exist, though 
tho fires ary still auouldering, There is a 
spirit. of intense dissatisfaction with the 
Manehu power though it is tho hest perhaps 
that China has ever had. The people ore 
tired of the corruption ‘that honeyeombs 
tho whole mass of mandarindom, though 
there are wiso statesmen and progressive 
rulers among tho ofticiels, It is the ayatein 
that ia rotten, und the musscs that are 
discontented. A spirit of revolt against 
present ennditions has come over the 
people. The spirit of militarism is ram- 
pant ; not of dovetion toa military leader. 
but a desire of the people to prepare 
to take things inte their own funds. 
Not only are they anxious to rosist the 
encroachments of foreign powers, but they 
aro impatient with their own vulers. Tho 
monied classes are claiming recognition. 
Hitherto they were simply ‘ squeezed 
by the mandnrins, nominally to bonefit the 
Empire, Dut too often really to line the 
fat purses of the mandarins themselves. 
Now they sro demanding control as 4 
right. An interesting illustration of this 
popular feeling is scon in the matter of 
the Canton-Hankow railway, 
pliance with tho popular demand it w 
purchased hy China from the American 
Syndicate which secured the concession, be- 
enuso they did not want the line~'to 
bo controlled by a foreign nation. But 
When the mnndarins came to appeal to 
the wealthy classes to furnish the money, 
thoy refused te subscribe unless they 
themselves were permitted to organize 0 
company and take entire conlrol. This 
brobght about friction hetween the Viecroy 
and’ the “Chamber of Commerce", or 
merdhants’ guild, leading to the arrest and 
impr bonment of a lending,“ citizen” who 
was fywally released by u telegram from 
Peking. The people won the contest, 
and shires in the railroad sold lie wild 
fire, the»people crowding to invest their 
money ‘ind vieing with ench other in 
saluting ‘tho lately imprisoned man with 
flags and firecrackers and incense. 

‘ Another illustration of the triumph of 
tho populgr will occurred in the now 
fainous “boycott.” In cbedicnee tu orders 
from Peking, the suthoritics made a show of 
checking it, hut the committee in their 
placards und their posters and tracts clain- 
ed tho right.of the people to give their 
custom to whom they pleased, and to say 
what they chose about foreigners. So 
virulent wero their attacks and 80 
Laselesa the lios they circulated (such 
ns that the Americans had burnt to death 
20,000 Chinesé in one placo) that 
they inflamed the passions of the mob 
go ns to render the position uf foreigners 
quite precarious. Tho native: nowspapers 
have taken the lead in this anti-foreign 
crusade, so that the Government is said to 
bo taking stops to control them Jost thoy 
involye China in & war. : 

+ In India the assertion of the popular 
will has takon the form of a boycott against 
British goods called the Sroadesi, tho peoplo 
claiming that it is not an uprising against 
the Government, buts desire to promote 
native manufactures, on the privciplo of 
the protective tariff which prevails in the 
United States and’ elsewhere. Though a 
commercial contest it is also an illustration 
of the people claiming tights and power 
for thomselves. 

Tho danger of this individualistic ve- 
action, against all despotisms and control 
is that it may easily dogenerato into 
anarchy and a revolt against al} authority, 
as in Russin at the presont day, and in 
Franco at tho Revolution over 100 years 
ago. So intolerable is this to society that 
there is certain to be a revulsion under 
some Napoleon. » ‘* License they mean, 
when they cry liberty,” as Milton said, 
Still some progross iy made. France now 
is far in adyanco of Franco .undor tho 
Louises, God,.who “from avil still educes 
good” so rules His world that in tho.ebb 
and flow of the nations, the tide is alwnyg 
rising mntil the “spring tide” of the future 
comes, Freedom is-s prerequisite ‘to 
just. jidgment.—R.. H. Graves, M.D., 
D.D., in the July‘ Review and Ex- 
positor.” : :

A whalo's futile efforts -to digontanglo it- 
solffrom the collsof an Atlatitic cablo have 
raiaod some interesting questions as to the’ 
prosiuse these enimals ean stand, Te ap- 
the cable was “intexupted 
botween Tquique ond Valparaiso, and when 
tho trouble was discovered the repairing 
stcomer Faraday loft Iquigne for the 
position’ of fhe break, and began grapping 
in 342 fathoms, with 600 fathoms of rope 
out. Tho cable was hove’ up, ut, and 
tosted. to Iquique. The end wns buoyed, 
and tho ship, grappling further out,.picked 
up the cable, which came in badly twisted,

way Beally brought to the surface, com- 
plotely entangled in the cable, Tho cable 
was again cut, close to tho whale, und tests 
wore made and Valparaiso spoken.
